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Police swoop 
on 20 Iraqis 
and Iranians

POLICE from all over the coun¬ 
ty were called to deal with 20 
suspected illegal immigrants 
discovered in the back of a re¬ 
fridgerated lorry in Haverhill on 
Tuesday. 

Officers arrested one wom¬ 
an and 19 men in Iceni Way at 
around 12.40pm on suspicion 
of entering the country illegally. 

The ambulance service was 
called by the police to check 
over the suspected illegal im¬ 
migrants and the woman, from 
Iran, was taken to West Suffolk 
Hospital with abdominal pains. 

The other 19 were taken into 
custody, with 13 being taken 
to Martlesham and the rest to

Bury St Edmunds. 

Of the men, 11 were from Iraq 
and eight from Iran. Three of 
the Iranians and one of the Ira¬ 
qis claimed to be minors and 
have now been passed into the 
care of social services for their 
ages to be assessed. 

Inspector Peter Ferrie, of 
Haverhill police, said: “We had 
to call officers from literally 
all over the county. Twenty is a 
huge amount of people. 

“All the Haverhill officers 
were there, and officers from 
Sudbury, Stowmarket, Bury St 
Edmunds, Forest Heath, Ip¬ 
swich and Felixstowe.” 

A total of 17 police officers at¬ 


tended the incident. 

Insp Ferrie added: “The offic¬ 
ers were counting them all out. 
It was quite incredible.” 

The Home Office Immigra¬ 
tion Enforcement Unit was 
contacted by Suffolk police and 
have taken over the investiga¬ 
tion. 

Insp Ferrie said the driver of 
the lorry had also been arrest¬ 
ed. 

The Home Office confirmed 
a 53-year-old Spanish man had 
been arrested on suspicion of 
facilitating a breach in UK bor¬ 
der security. 

He has since been released on 
bail. 

This was one of the largest 
numbers of suspected illegal 
immigrants to be found in Suf¬ 
folk.

A BOY who, at the age of 
8, suffered a “devastating” 
stroke has received an award 
for his courage and positiv¬ 
ity. 

Harvey Tabram, now 14, 
who lives in Castle Lane, 
Haverhill, suffered the stroke 
on December 27, 2009. 

His mum Louise said: “It 
was completely random. 
He’s got a lot of health prob¬ 
lems anyway, but there was 
no underlying cause.” 

Harvey suffers from epi¬ 
lepsy and Louise said the 
stroke was similar to an epi¬ 
leptic seizure, but her son 
seemed weaker on his left 
side, so she called a para¬ 
medic. 

She went on: “The para¬ 
medic thought that he had 
had a stroke, but it took Ad- 
denbrooke’s about three 
days to diagnose it. 

“Devastated is an under¬ 
statement. He’s been clawing 
back his life.” 

The stroke left Harvey in 
hospital for half a year. It 
caused his airways to col¬ 
lapse - meaning he cannot 
speak - and left him without

the use of his left arm. It also 
left him with a curved spine 
and unable to walk. 

Harvey had operations to 
reconstruct his airways last 
January and the January be¬ 
fore, and an operation on his 
spine in August. 

He has been learning to 
walk again. 

Louise said: “He’s an amaz¬ 
ing little man. After every¬ 
thing he’s still such a happy 
little chap.” 

She is trying to raise aware¬ 
ness of the fact that children 
can suffer strokes, as it was 
not something she knew be¬ 
fore Harvey was hit by his. 

She added: “People regard 
strokes as something that 
happens to older people.” 

Louise nominated her son 
for a Children and Young 
People’s Courage Award at 
the Stroke Association’s Life 
After Stroke Awards, to rec¬ 
ognise him for the bravery 
that is going into his recov¬ 
ery. 

Harvey was presented 


with a highly commended 
certificate at an event at the 
Bedford Lodge Hotel in New¬ 
market on November 20. 

The certificate was pre¬ 
sented by the Stroke Associa¬ 
tion’s regional manager Sara 
Betsworth. 

She said: “A stroke hap¬ 
pens in an instant and of¬ 
ten changes lives forever. As 
Harvey and his family know 
all too well, the condition 
can strike at any age. We 
were thrilled that so many of 
our community in the East 
of England were nominated 
to receive a Life After Stroke 
Award. 

“Our regional event high¬ 
lights the tremendous cour¬ 
age people like Harvey have 
shown in rebuilding their 
lives after a stroke, or in help¬ 
ing others to do the same.” 

Louise said she met par¬ 
ents of three other children 
at the event who had suf¬ 
fered strokes. 

She added: “It was amaz¬ 
ing, such a beautiful setting. 

“It was quite moving as 
well, to see all the other peo¬ 
ple there.”

Planned £5m retail park 
could create 250 new jobs

A PLANNED £5million retail park in 
Haverhill could be open by early 2017 
and deliver hundreds of jobs. 

The timescale for the development 
- which will house a Lidl, a Pets at 
Home, and a Home Bargains - was 
revealed during a presentation to 
Haverhill Town Council. 

The former Project Office Furniture 
factory site, on the corner of Ehring- 
shausen Way and Stour Valley Road, 
was bought by Cambridge develop¬ 
ers, the Howard Group, in 2008 and 
has been empty for six years. 

Colin Brown, development man¬ 
ager at the Howard Group, and Rob 
Shrimplin, of Shrimplin Brown de¬ 
velopers, spoke to councillors about 
the plans on Tuesday night. 

They said that £5million invest¬ 
ment is being put into the site, and 
it is set to generate 250 full-time and 
part-time jobs. 

When asked about the timescale 
for delivery, Mr Brown said: “We are 
intending to start the procurement 
process prior to planning consent. If 
all goes well we will be on site in May 
or June and complete in the early part 


of 2017. Pets at Home’s trading year 
runs through to the end of March and 
they are keen that we deliver this by 
the end of March, 2017.” 

A planning application will be sub¬ 
mitted to St Edmundsbury Borough 
Council within the coming weeks. 

Mr Shrimplin said: “It will comple¬ 
ment rather than compete with the 
town centre. It encourages people to 
shop in Haverhill and once they are 
in Haverhill to remain in Haverhill. 


They willl do more shopping on the 
High Street. 

“It’s about clawing back expendi¬ 
ture which is currently leaking to 
other places. The idea is to try and 
improve Haverhill’s retail offer so 
people shop here.” 

As well as Pets at Home, Lidl and 
Home Bargains, there will be one 
other large store at the front of the 
site, but the occupier has not yet 
been announced. 


There is no on-site cafe planned 
apart from Lidl’s instore bakery. 

The Howard Group also has plans 
to develop the rear of the site, which 
may become office space or smaller 
retail outlets.

Call for town job creation 
to be linked to new homes

A GROUP of residents are 
calling for jobs to be created 
in Haverhill at a rate of one 
for every new home built. 

The action group says jobs 
are not being created at the 
same rate as housing and are 
concerned residents could 
lose their jobs due to com¬ 
petition as the population 
increases. 

They are also worried 
about the knock-on impact 
the lack of jobs would have, 
which they say would see 
more people commuting out 
of Haverhill to Cambridge or 
Bury St Edmunds. This, they 
say, would mean more traffic 
and more pollution. 

Kedington Action Group’s 
concerns come in a 39-page 
illustrated letter to St Ed- 
mundsbury Borough Coun¬ 
cil’s planning department de¬ 
tailing their objections to the 
Great Wilsey Park develop¬ 
ment in north-east Haverhill. 

The 2,500-home develop¬ 
ment’s masterplan was ap¬ 
proved in September. 

Nathan Loader, an action 
group member who is also a 
Kedington parish councillor,

said: “The main aim of the 
group now is to get the best 
outcome. We know a plan¬ 
ning application is due very 
shortly and we want to raise 
awareness of the issues so 
that they can be addressed.” 

One of the issues raised in 
the letter is the perimeter of 
the development. The letter 
states that the edge of the de¬ 
velopment spills over a ridge 
that currently hides Haver¬ 
hill from sight, and that this 
would have “undue conse¬ 
quences” for a landscape of 
“high visual sensitivity”. 

They are also asking for the 
town’s existing “green edge” 
to be replicated. 

A spokesperson for St Ed- 
mundsbury Borough Coun¬ 
cil said the masterplan was 
adopted in September and 
a planning application had 
now been submitted which 
would shortly be available for 
people to view and comment 
on.

CUTS 

County 
to make 
£72million 
savings 

SUFFOLK County Council will have to 
make cuts of £72 million over the next two 
years - which could include reducing resi¬ 
dential care for people with learning dis¬ 
abilities and cuts to the fire service. 

Next year, 2016 to 2017, the council will 
be making £47.5 million in savings, and in 
2017 to 2018 it will have to make £24.5 mil¬ 
lion. 

The first budget proposals were set to be 
discussed by the council’s scrutiny com¬ 
mittee at its meeting today. 

The committee was to look at making the 
savings through a “greater collaboration 
with partners across the public sector”, as 
well as working with communities and vol¬ 
untary groups. 

The proposed cuts include total savings 
of more than £21 million from the adult and 
community service budget and £1.8mil- 
lion fire services cuts, which include axing 
one of the fire engines based at Bury St Ed¬ 
munds. 

The adult and community service savings 
would include the Supporting Lives Con¬ 
necting Communities programme, which 
involves finding community alternatives 
to residential care for people with learning 
disabilities. 

The proposals suggest cuts to libraries, 
possibly including reducing opening hours 
or mobile library services in rural areas, 
and reducing councillor locality budgets 
from £12,000 to £8,000. 

A council spokesman said cuts to support 
for the young and elderly had been “pur¬ 
posefully kept to an absolute minimum to 
protect the most vulnerable people” - with 
council reserves set to be used to support 
the services. 

Suffolk County Council’s cabinet mem¬ 
ber for finance, Cllr Richard Smith, said: 
“This is a challenging budget but I know it 
will deliver the savings we need to find over 
the next two years to ensure we continue 
providing essential services for residents 
across the county.” 

He said that he was “confident” there 
would be no affect on frontline service de¬ 
livery, but the views of residents and local 
partners would be sought to help “shape 
future service delivery and identify where 
savings can be made”. 

A final decision will be made in February, 
2016.

Our town needs its own 
anthem - campaigner

HAVERHILL has many sources 
of civic pride, from the arts cen¬ 
tre to the Spirit of Enterprise 
roundabout sculpture, from the 
market to the town council. But 
one campaigner says there’s a 
crucial thing lacking - its own 
anthem. 

Chairman of campaign group 
Rail Haverhill, Heike Sowa - to¬ 
gether with dance school head 
Lisa Mason - is looking for mu¬ 
sicians to compose a song cel¬ 
ebrating the town. 

Heike said: “The lyrics should 
really have in mind Haver¬ 
hill: the golf course, the leisure 
centre, the schools, the parks. 
Haverhill has lots to offer.” 

She is hoping the song, per¬ 
formed in public, will stir Haver¬ 
hill residents’ pride and draw 
attention to Rail Haverhill’s cam¬ 
paign to bring a train line to the 
town. 

She continued: “One of the 
lines could be: ‘You are so beau¬ 
tiful, Haverhill, but we are miss¬ 
ing the railway, we are missing 
the link to all the other towns’.” 

One of the purposes of creat¬ 


ing the song is so that Lisa can 
create a dance with railway- 
inspired movements to it, to 
help raise awareness of the Rail 
Haverhill campaign. 

Heike described her ideal an¬ 
them as: “Something you can re¬ 
ally sing - a bit pop, but not too 
harsh.” 

One Haverhill composer who’s 
been asked to be involved is mu¬ 
sic teacher Lynn Bond, who says 
that more musicians are needed. 

She said: “It needs more en¬ 
thusiasm from people to be able 
to build something together. It 
needs musicians to be able to 
create a proper tune. 

“You can’t have just one per¬ 
son doing it: it needs a drummer 
and a guitarist, a singer for the 
words. 

“You’ve got to find somebody 
that’s got the right enthusiasm 
and the time.” 

Heike said musicians, com¬ 
posers and lyricists from all 
backgrounds and with any level 
of experience are welcome to get 
involved in the project.

Warning over 
bogus callers 


RESIDENTS should be on 
the alert in Haverhill after 
reports of suspected con- 
men posing as water com¬ 
pany employees. 

A resident in the town 
posted on Facebook earlier 
this month that someone 
had knocked on their door 
asking to check the water 
supply and had become 
unpleasant when refused 
access to the property. This 
was in the Ash Grove and 
Beech Grove area of the 
town. 

A spokesman for Suffolk 
police said: “Suffolk Con¬ 
stabulary urges residents to 
remain vigilant. 

“Please advise older 
friends or relatives to make 
them aware of these bogus 
approaches.”

“All the messaging would 
have our logo on and a tele¬ 
phone number that the cus¬ 
tomer can call to confirm 
details. 

“Unfortunately, the num¬ 
ber of cases of distraction 
burglary goes up during the 
winter months, and they 
often target the elderly and 
vulnerable. 

“It is rare for an Anglian 
Water employee to come 
directly to your home and 
request access. 

“If we do come then all 
our staff carry identification 
cards and will be happy for 
you to take some time to 
confirm who they are. Sim¬ 
ply call us for free on 03457 
145 145 and describe the 
person at your door and we 
can confirm that they are 
a genuine member of our 
staff. 


“And if you are in any 
doubt about a caller our ad¬ 
vice is to say no and close 
the door.” 

Suffolk police also sug¬ 
gested asking a friend or 
neighbour to check out a 
caller before opening your 
door. 

They advise calling 999 if 
you think a rogue trader is 
outside your door. 

Suffolk Trading Standards 
advised residents to lock 
the back door and windows 
if they think a bogus caller 
is on their doorstep, to look 
through a window or peep¬ 
hole to check who the caller 
is, and to ask for an identifi¬ 
cation card.

Help at hand to 
deal with debt 


IN the run-up to 
Christmas, as financial 
pressures from cold 
weather and the festive 
season set in, the News 
is running a series of 
columns from Citizens’ 
Advice Suffolk West on 
how to save money this 
holiday season. This 
week, the experts let you 
know what to do if you 
need a debt relief order. 

Q. I’m struggling with 
around £18,000 worth of 
debt and I wondered wheth¬ 
er I’d be eligible for a debt 
relief order (DRO). I know 
the limit used to be £15,000 
but I heard that it was in¬ 
creasing soon. Is that right? 

A. A DRO can be a way to 
help people out of unman¬ 
ageable debt. From October 
1 the debt limit for a DRO 
increased to £20,000 so you 
might now be eligible. 

You could qualify for 
a DRO if you don’t own 


your own home, have up 
to £1,000 worth of assets, 
a car worth no more than 
£1,000 and have £50 or less 
left each month once you’ve 
paid your essentials. 

Debts such as magistrate’s 
court fines, student loans 
and child support mainte¬ 
nance aren’t covered by a 
DRO but credit card debt, 
overdrafts, loans and rent 
arrears are, so check first 
whether you’re eligible. 

The DRO lasts a year and 
during that time you don’t 
have to make any payments 
towards most debts includ¬ 
ed in your DRO. Your credi¬ 
tors can’t force you to pay off 
the debts either. 

At the end of the DRO pe¬ 
riod your debts will be writ¬ 
ten off but you’ll still be re¬ 
sponsible for paying off any 
debts that weren’t included 
in the DRO. 

It’s also important to con¬ 
sider that while a DRO can 
help you deal with your 
debt, it may affect your cred¬ 
it rating and if during the 12 


month period you borrow 
more than £500 you have to 
tell the creditor about your 
DRO.

The funny side of politics 


D o you ever get that feeling like 
you're not supposed to be 
somewhere? The one where you're 
always expecting someone in a uniform 
to come up and give you a telling-off? 

It's not just you. That feeling, says 
Mark Thomas, is a sign of the way public 
spaces are being taken away from the 
people - and he wants us to take them 
back. 

The 52-year-old Londoner describes 
his work as "a mixture between theatre 
and stand-up and journalism and 
performance art". 

He doesn't just stand up on a stage 
and tell a few jokes: he runs round the 
country making noise and mischief about 
political issues, then tells the audience all 
about it. 

"I've just always thought that politics 
and comedy go together," he says. "The 
disparity between truth and fiction is 
inherently comic." 

He might have started off writing stand- 
up in Wakefield during the miners' strike, 
but the issue he's exploring in his latest 
show, Trespass, is who our public spaces 
belong to. 

He says a change has taken place even 
within the last 20 years, with private 
companies taking over publicly-owned 
space. 

"I think it affects how we relate to 
public space, whether we think we have 
ownership over it, the sense that it's ours 
and we can use it and explore it," he 
says. 

He's full of examples: the part of the 
Thames footpath that is inside a private 
building, or County Hall in London, 
which used to be a council building and 
now "you can't protest there, you can't 
busk there without a licence". 

He goes on: "Instead of this assumed 
right of way, there's this 'oh, are we 
allowed to do this?', and that's a huge 
sea change. Private security forces are 
bringing in their own laws. 

"It's been happening over the last 20 or 
30 years, and it's particularly to do with 
gentrification. The way in which shopping 
malls and precincts have taken over: the 
idea of a market as a public space has 
gone." 



It's a bleak picture, of our freedom in 
public spaces being eroded, our sense 
of ownership being cut away. Is there 
anything we can do to change it then, to 
take back control? What Mark Thomas 
does is go out and make mischief. 

In Oxford, for example, he responded 
to laws forbidding begging, busking and 
pavement arts in an eight-mile patch 
of the city centre: "We created 'beggar 
traps' with local artists; we drew chalk 
lines around the places you weren't 
allowed to draw." 

He's organised a punk rock gig on a 


riverbank and created a comedy club in 
the indoor part of the Thames footpath. 

These are the kind of stories you 
can expect from Trespass: switched-on 
mischief, an irreverent, playful protest. 

He hopes it will inspire audience 
members to "use the most imaginitive 
ways they can" to get their voices heard. 

The show was originally created for the 
Edinburgh Fringe, but is being updated 
as Mark goes on performing more acts of 
playful protest. 

He promises me there's going to be 
a week of mischief before his Haverhill 


gig next Thursday, but what exactly he's 
doing is kept under wraps - the only way 
to find out is by going to see the show. 

If you're reading this and thinking 
that this all sounds a bit too serious for a 
Thursday night, just remember it's still a 
stand-up gig. 

"The bottom line is, it's a really good 
show," Mark says. "You get a laugh, 
a smile, a minor insurrection, and 
occasionally sexually aroused." 

Mark Thomas, it seems, can get his 
audience stirred up in more ways than 
one.
